What happens to drivers 
involved in fatal accidents in 
Lake County? 

Rob Post, Director oil the 
Lake County Safety Com- 
mission, sought an answer to' 
this question. He investi- 
gated eighteen cases where 
a traffic citation was issued 
at a Tatat accident in 1005-00. 

Eight of the cases were 
dismissed or found not guil- 
ty: six. received some fines,

Post points out that cir- 
cuit court judges now "hear 
all traffic- cases. The judge 
must, in accordance with the 
law; hear the evidence as 
presented by the prosecutor 
and defense attorney,- and 
then make his decision. \ 

If there is no one present 
to prosecute the case, lie 
must dismiss the case ' for 
lack of prosecution. The 
policeman who issued the ci- 
tation is just a witness and 
cannot act as prosecutor.

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Laws On Motorcycles 

"Motorcycles, it iinpears, are' here to stay, in 
over-increasing miMbois. And as the number of 
these vehicles increase on the roads, so do the 
accidents in which they are -involved. 

The rider of motorcycles has little chance of 
coining out of an accident without severe in- 
juries, and in many cases death is the result. He 
has no protection other than the type of clothes 
he wears.. An accident of any sort generally 
means being 1 thrown, from the machine. He's in- 
volved with traffic made.up of- heavy; well pro- 
tected cars and trucks-for which he is no match. 

Because their number has been small until 
the late surge of popularity, there has been little 
restriction .on the motorcycle driver. He takes, his 
chances. With fatalities -increasing, it seems cer- 
tain that some laws will be introduced to protect 
the reckless cyclist from his own foolishness. - . 

The cyclist (Iocs not have to prove he's cap- 
able of riding a motorcycle before venturing 4 into 
traffic. " Although—the-law-rhas long -forbidden 
extra front-seat riders in. cars, which; impedes the 
driver.'the c\*clist can put a novice in back of hint, 
amlride, double without interference. 

Common sense and caution are better than 
laws, but it's obvious the reckless minority will 
"bring on some laws to make regulation of the 
cycle possible. Tests of ability to handle the ma- 
chine, and mandatory wearing of helmets and 
other protective "clothes, should' be considered.

A portion of the Civil Rights 
Act of I9(ifi recently passed 
by the .13. S- House of. Repre- 
sentatives is aimed at protect- 
ing civil rights workers and 
demonstrators. However, the 
Members of the House over- 
whelmingly ■ adopted ' an 
amendment, offered by. Con- 
gressman William Cramer 
or Florida, directed against 
Communists and other insti- 
gators of riots and other vio- 
lent disturbances In connec- 
tion with civil rights activi- 
ties. This amendment reflect- 
ed public demand to end the 
violence which is occurring 
in many of our largo cities. 
The amendment* also stands 
put as a clear rqbuke to those 
who under the guise of civil 
rights have committed acts 
of vandalism, _arson, thefl, 
assaults, and murder. 

In urging support or tils 
amendment, Congressman 
Cramer declared on the 
Floor of the House, 

"It is high time that tho 
Congress recognizes that the 
term 'civil rights' has a broad 
application to. all people's 
rights, The property owner 
whose building is burned to 
the ground has lost certain of 
his civil rights. The woman 
who Was shot in the . head 
and lost her life lost, all of 
Jier civil rights. ?.; . . These 
are basic rights which are 
crying out . for protection." 
When the roll was called 
on this amendment, it was 
adopted by a resounding veto 
ol' 389 to 25. 

Whatever the final out- 
come of either or both of 
these measures, the conclu- 
sion is inescapable — the 
United Stales House of Rep- 
resentatives is determined to 
lake firm and effective action 
against rioting in the streets 
of our cities and against 
those who in the names ol 
freedom and civil" rights are 
promoting ■ violence, looting 
and other unlawful 'acts.

The guns on display are] soldiers 
guns used during the Civil 
War and In the early West. 
They represent only a small 
portion of the collection of 
the collections of the two 
men. However, they're a bit 
of the history of early Amer- 
ica, and even the person wiw 
knows little of guns may 
find them of Interest. 

The guns on display show 
the slow perfection of the art 
of gun making to the present 
day mechanical marvel of 
convenience. 

Wilton's collection is large- 
ly rifles. One of the rifles 
on display is an early Pocell- 
ney-Trlmbell Smith Patten 
from about . 1858,, This was 
one of the first breech-load- 
ing rifles) ; A cartridge that 
fits the gun, a .58 caliber, is 
also displayed. This rifle 
was government issue, used 
first by the Union soldiers. 

Wliitnoyvitle-Kennedy .44- 
40 rim fire was the properly 
of Chief Joseph of the Nes 
Perce Indians;— used -about 
1870. 

An 1886 Winchester .45- 
.70; an 1873 .44-.40 hunting 
repeater, and an 1072 trap 
door Springfield are some 
of the other guns from Wil- 
ton's collection in the dis- 
play. 

A sawed-off double barrel- 
ed shotgun of tlie type used 
by Wells Fargo in tlie 1870's 
and 1800's is hi the collec- 
tion. 

Hand guns make up the 
largest part of- the display, 
arid most of them come from 
Jack Wells' collection. There 
is a French pin fire pistol, 
a type purchased by Lin- 
coln for the Union soldiers in 
the 1860's. Two:.shot aiid 
four-shot derringers have a 
corresponding number of 
barrels, insteal of the revolv- 
ing chamber. A percussion 
pepperbox pocket pistol of 
the late 1800's used powder 
and shot. 

An 1847 Dragoon Colt wns 
government issue, carried by 
Captain Fremont's dragoon 



Some of the. accoutrements 
that went with the guns are 
also on display. Men made 
their own bullets in those 
days, and single- and double- 
cavity lead molds are x dis- 
played. Molten lead was 
poured in the steel molds 
and. allowed to harden. 

There is also a powder 
flask, an old pistol and hol- 
ster, a powder horn and a 
branding iron. 

Only a small portion of 
Jack Wells' collection is on 
display. He has about 200 
guns of all types' in his col- 
lection, and has been collect- 
ing since he was about ten 
years old. 

Almost every bore of shot- 
gun ever made is represent- 
ed in his collection: lie has 
a 100-year-old Roper which 
still can be fired,, with a cyl- 
inder like a revolver. Four 
of the original steej cartridge 
cases arc still in the gun. 
"I've never seen another gun 
like this,". Jack says. "At the 
time it was manufactured it 
was loo expensive for the av- 
erage man— cost about $30." 

He lias Civil War muskets, 
fowling pieces from Ger- 
many, percussion style shot- 
guns of the 1850 era; Win- 
chester rifles of various cali- 
bers arid hand guns with 
from one up to six barrels. 

Most of Jack's guns are in 
working condition; 90% of 
them, he says, can be fired. 

Few guns have a personal 
history that can be checked 
on. Jack has several shot- 
guns in his collection that 
were 'given to him by fam- 
ilies or early duck-hunters in 
this area. Their value to 
him lies in their connection 



to Antioch's history. 

The most cOpiptete collec- 
tion he has ever seen, he 
says, is the Davis collection, 
displayed at the Mason Hotel 
in Claremore, Okla, It in- 
cludes about 33,000 guns,' 
some of them the guns used 
by early desperadoes of the 
West. 

Maintenance of tlie gun 
collection is no small item. 
They must be wiped off 
once a month, and complete- 
ly oiled about three times- a 
year. ItX a time-consuming 
task, and Jack's looking for* 
ward to turning it over to 
Jack, Jr., when he returns 
home next month from 
Korea, where he has been 
serving in the armed ser- 
vices.' 

Although guns are his first 
love, he's interested in all 
historic items, and particu- 
larly in any items pertaining 
to the Antioch area. Along 
with his gun collection, he's 
acquired a small museum of 
articles pertaining to the his- 
tory of this area. 

What makes a collector? 
"The .-. hunt, I guess," Jack 
says— '"It's the pursuit of an 
item you've been looking for 
that's the thrill." 

What's he looking for, 
now? No specific ■ gun at 
present, -but a rather odd but 
elusive item. An early ice 
card from one of the Anti- 
och area ice companies, pre- 
ferably CrandMl's. lie has 
the Ice saw, tongs, etc. in 
his collection. But who 
keeps an Ice card after he 
buys a refrigerator?
